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REPUBLICAN BUDGET SYSTEM A SUCCESS 


*Therepublican party has kept faith in its pragnises for re- 
trenchment in government expenditures,” declares Congressman 
Martin B .Madden, of Illinois, chairman of the house appropria- 
tions committee, summing up the work of the republican adminis- 
tration. So far as congress is concerned, the republican regime 
began in March, 1919, but not until March, 1921, did the republi- 
cans get control of both branches of the government. Neverthe- 
less, the republican congress began‘wholesale cuts in the de- 
mands for appropriations as soon as it came into power. The demo- 
cratic requests for funds were slaughtered to the extent of $3,- 
890,000,000 in three sessions to which the democrats had sub- 
mitted esffmates. In the course of his address quoted above, Mr. 
Madden said: 

“From the assembly of the congress in May, 1919, to the 
present date, every effort has been -made to manage the affairs 
of the nation according to efficient, economical, and sound busi” 
ness principles. The results speak for themselves. Appropriations 
have been reduced, expenditures have correspendingly decreased, 
taxes have been reduced, the public debt and the interest charges 
have been lowered, the budget has keen balanced each year and 
has shown a comfortable margin on the surplus side, the number 
of employees has been cut ,and the country has been given a 
budget system. 

“4° “There is ample cause for approval of these accomplishments. 
he past few years have been critical in the affairs of the nations 
of the world. The present favorable situation of the United 
States is due in no small measure to the sound financial policy 
which has governed the management of its affairs. While other 
nations are struggling with overwhelming debts that in some cased 
are as great or greater tha ntheir national wealth their budgets, 
the people of the United States are enjoying the economic benefits 
which arise from sound financing on the part of the federal gov- 
ernment.” 

«This record has been,- accomplished by cutting necessary 
appropriations to the lowest limit consistent with service and by 
avoiding the creation of new sources of demand upon the public 
treasury. As Mr. Madden said: 

“The appropriation made during the session just closed, 
aside from the adjusted compensation act, do not provide for 
any unusual new activities of government. The sums granted have 
been confined almost wholly to existing activities and within limits 
of amounts which do not permit any marked expansion, with the 
exception of the provision for a large number of additional. vessels 
and the necessary personnel in the Coast Guard to enable that 
service to cope with the ‘rum-running’ fleets operating in violation 
of the prohibition laws. The record of the session fallows that 
of the preceding sessions under the control of the republican party 
and shows, as have several of the previous sessions, a marked de- 
cline in the appropriations.”

The writer is convinced that the
